The Cotton Crop j ANNOUOCEM ENTS. _ 
The New Orleans Democrat, with com- 
mendable enterprise, has gathered in 
weekly telegraphic crop reports from one 
hundred and fifty of the most important 
localities in the cotton-growing region. 
It has carefully analyzed its own reports 
and all other available sources of inform- 
ation, and its judgment of the crop is 
probably as good as can be formed at 
this stage of the harvest. We summarize 
its conclusions for the benefit of readers 
in Georgia. 

On the 15th of July, says the Demo- 
crat, the prospect for a cotton crop 
was perhaps the best that the south 
has ever known; but from 
that time unfavorable conditions set in— 
that is, wet weather began and was con- 
tinued with dogged persistency far into 
the present month. The effect of this 
was, first, to produce an abnormal growth 
of the weed, concentrating the energies 
of the plant in a determination to rank 
luxuriance of stalk and limb instead of 
to fruit; secondly, when the earth be- 
came entirely saturated and the water 
was standing in the rows asa permanent 
arrangement, the brief intervals of fierce 
sunshine tended to scorch and “rust” the 
lower foliage, producing a very fatal 
disease; and, thirdly, as the latest evil 
consequence, dating from the twenty-fifth 
of August to the fifteenth of the present 
month, the bolls began to rot upon the 
stalk instead of cpening, while those 
which had already opened were sprouting 
and turning black. The situation could 
not well have been more discouraging. 
The “bottom crop” was being beaten off 
by the rains, the “middle crop” was little 
more than a lot of rotten bolls. Only the 
“top crop,” which had not advanced far 
enough to be seriously injured by the 
weather, seemed to promise the laborer’s 
reward. Meanwhile, the planters had to 
stand helplessly by and see the open cot- 
ton destroyed, and every day thus lost 
brought them nearer to the prospect of a 
frost which would destroy all hope of 
realizing anything from the slowly-matur- 
ing “top-crop.”” Picking was impossible. 
Nothing could be done except to wait. 
All idea of six million bales was aban- 
doned; quotations were advanced, and a 
crop of five million bales was considered 
a species of good fortune, all things 
considered. Then came good weather, 
and while the sky was full of promise,
